This company, which recently secured 
the necessary New York franchise, will 
be in close touch with the United States 
Independent Telephone Co. of New Jer- 
sey, which proposes to associate all in- 
dependent telephone systems under a 
harmonious understanding for concerted 
action and service. The announcement 
of increased capitalization is the first 
official notice of the magnitude of the 
underteking. 

The Kinloch system will be a part of 
the tndependent organization, and its 
St. Louis management, including such 
men as Adolphus Busch, August Geh- 
ner, William F. Nolker, Marquard Fors- 
ter, Herman C. Stifel and others, to- 
gether with the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Co. of St. Louis, are prominent in the 
independent organization. 

“HOLDING” COMPANY. 

Another great “holding’’ company will 
soon be organized under the New Jer- 
sey laws. It will be the depositary of 
the stock ‘of all the independent com- 
panies, and under its direction will be 
established the necessary manufactur- 
ing company for the supply of standard 
material. The headquarters of this 
holding company, as. in the cage of the 
parent company already organized, will 
be In Rochester, N. Y. 

The independent. organization pro- 
poses to become an active comoetitor of 
the Bell Telephone Co. throughout the 
United States. It is claimed that, while 
the Bell company: has 2,000,000 patrons 
of its service in this country, there are 
2,500,000 users of independent telephones, 
and the new company’ proposes to give 
the.2 independent users of telephones a 
standardized service. 

The officers and directors of the 
parent New Jersey company have not 
yet: been chosen, but it is understood 
that St. Louis will be well represented 
on the board. Subscriptions for the se- 
curities of the company are now being 
received in St. Louis, Rochester and 
New York, and the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co. will have charge of the West- 
ern business of the parent company. 
Vice-President Breckinridge Jones of 
the Mississiopi Valley Trust Co., to- 
gether with Adolphus Busch, August 
Gehner and William F. Noiker, it is 
said, will serve in the directorate of the 
parent company. 

The headquarters of the St. Louis in- 
dependent telephone company have not 
been decided upon. A report that there 
was to be a division of American ter- 
ritory between the Bell Telephone Co. 
and the new independent organization is 
denied. 

The tota}] capitalization of the com- 
panies that will be represented in the 
independent organization is sald to ex- 
ceed $200,000,000.

He was seen by Smith Goff, manager 
of the hub factory at Brule, who knows 
him well, and who recognized him. He 
told persons in the settlement that he 
was Bill Dooley. 

He was asacantily clad, was riding a 
horse bareback and was jogging along 
in leisurely fashion. No attempt was 
made to detain him, and he departed 
in the direction of Salem, along the 
country road. 

Mr. Goff immediately telephoned to 
Ironton. The Sheriff was not there, but 
County Clerk O'Neill and Circuit Clerk 
Hawkins obtained horses, and, arming 
themselves, started in pursuit of Doo- 
ley. They expected to pick up a posse 
when the trafl became hot. 

FUGITIVE HAS LONG START. 

Dooley had a long start of them, but 
as he was traveling slowly they had 
no doubt that with their good horses 
they would be able to overtake him. 

Although Dooley is not considered as 
dsngerous a lunatice as Emil Servin, 
who escaped at the seme time, he is a 
notorious feudist, and was in the Doo- 
ley-Harris battle at Doe Run Aug. 4, 
1900. After the murder of Bill Harris 
cn a Bonne Terre train he hid in the 
woods for months, succored by rela- 
tives, before he was captured, and 
there was nobody in Brule who cared 
to take the chances of trying to cap- 
ture him. 

Although he had no weapons in 
sight it was thought that inasmuch 
as he had acquired a horse he might 
ax easilv have obtained a weapon.

Brown was arrested a few days ago 
charged with having murdered Ely, the 
7-year-old son, injured the baby daugh- 
ter and brutaily assaulted their mother, 
Mrs. Mary Lawrence, destroying one of 
her eyes and inflicting other injur.es, 
from which it is feared she will not re- 
cover. 

‘Phe assault and murder were commit- 
ted Bept. 14. 

The assailant escaped. 

Neighbors found Mrs. Lawrence next 
day, lying unconscious beside her dead 
boy, and the baby girl, badly wounded, 
on the floor not far away. 

The alarm was at once given and a 
posse of citizens began search for the 
eriminal.. It was not known at the time 
whp committed the murder and assault, 
but Brown had been seen skulking in 
the neighborhood for several days be- 
fore“it and afterwards disappeared. 

This suspicion was enough to cause 
hie arrest several days ago, when he 
was found. 


Victim Identifies Negro. 

But Mrs. Lawrence was unconscious 
and couid not identify him. Notwith- 
standing many of the younger men of 
the community were desirous of hang- 
ing Brown anyway, and it was with 
difficulty they were restrained. 

She became conscious yesterday, and 
(he negro was taken before her and 
she unhesitatingly identified him as the 
murderer... 

During the afternoon word was passed 
around, and about 9 o'clock last night 
the eitiwa began to gather. It was an 
orderly crowd and they talked in low 
dr “They acted not as men bent on 
a mission of revenge, nor were there 
any inflammatory speeches indulged in. 

At 10 o’clock they went to the Jail. 
There were about 100 men in the party. 
Many of them were unmasked and 
easily recognized. 

They calied out Jailer Johnson and 
told him quietly what they had come 
for ahd that they must have the negro 
Brown or take him. 

Johnton knew the crowd he had to 
deal with and that it would be useless 
fo oppose therm. But he would not give 
up the negro. Unabie to prevent the 
party from securing the negro, he left 
the Jail. 

Brown was taken to the house where 
Mrs. Lawrence was living when the 
murder and assault were committed. 
Standing him in the yard in front of 
the dvor of the little cottage, the men

Girl Is Pretty. 

Dixie Tuttle is 23 years old, above 
medium height, with a graceful figure 
and an unusually attractive face. Her 
dark eyes, fringed by long black lashes, 
are set off by a heavy head of dark ha.-r. 
Her lips are thin, and have a pouting 
tendency. Her features are strongly de- 


fined. 

Her study in the Mexico schools was 
supplemented by a course in a college 
for young ladies at Columbia. Her eu- 
ucaiion and refinement are clearly re- 
vealed in conversation and manner. 

She wear’s an Elik’s badge and a pin 
made from a button of a State Univer- 
sity cadet’s blouse. From whom she 
obtained these articles, usually the tok- 
ens of feminine conquests, she refused 
to say. 

No ocurrence ever aroused more in- 
tense interest in Mexico and the adjoin- 
ing towns of Audrain Coun.y than che 
arrest of Miss Tuttle, which, as toid 
in Friday’s Post-Dispatch, took piace 
while she was riding with her pareats 
and her sister from her home to Mex- 
ico. 

That the family had retained a lawyer 
in advance showed that the arrest was 
not a surprise to them. It had been 
expected since the ‘call of Pestotfice 
Inspector Keid at their home two weeks 
before. 

But the people of Mexico had received 
no such advance iniimation. That ex- 
tremely offensive letters had been re- 
ceived by a dozen or more persons was 
known to many, but even the recip:en.s, 
who had been visited by the postmaster 
and inspector, had not kown who was 
suspected. 

“Social Jealousy.” 

Miss Eighty-one Turiey, who was vio- 
lently attacked in several of the letters, 
is teacher in the South Side school in 
Mexico. 

She refrained from making any specific 
personal accusation, eveti afier the ar- 
rest of Miss Tuttle. 

“Social jealousy and envy of my suc- 
cess as a teacher area: responsible for 
these attacks upoh me,” she said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at her school- 
room.

The letters were written in pencil on 
course, ruled tablet paper and inclosed 
in cheap white envelopes. The writing 
Was vertical.

The combined ingenuity of posta! in- 
spectors and of the postmaster of Mexi- 
co brought about Miss Tuttle's arrest. 
Inspector W. L. Reid. who was put at 
work on the case after the first com- 
plaints were received, several monihs 
ago, epent several days in Mexico and 
in that time narrowed suspicion down 
to a few young women, of whom’ Miss 
Tuttle was one. 


Postmaster’s Scheme. 
The Postmaster and his assistants 
kept a close watch on the visits of these 
young women to the office. It was di- 
rected that whenever one of them was 
Seen to enter the office the drop fetter 
box should be at once emptied, so that 
any letter she might deposit migh. re- 
ceive individval attention. 
Mies Tuttle made several visits to the 
oftice after this pian was adopied and 
her letters, rather than any deposited 
by other young women, were found, it 
is seid, to bear local addresses. 
The letters belleved to have been 
mailed by Miss Tuttle were personally 
delivered to the addresses,

master. They were found, it is said, to 
be of the same’ nature as those which 
caused the original complaints.

These, it is said, were found on the later 
offensive letters. some of which es- 
caped the drop-box watch: 
Another of the letters was identified 
by the roral mall carrier, whose route 
includes the Tuttle home, as one which 
Miss Tuttle had given him, .unstamped, 
to mall, handing him at the same time 
two pennies for a stamp. He remem- 
bered the name on the envelope, and 
identified the handwriting as well.

They Say They Outnumber Men Travelers and Have Small Toilet 


While Arrangements for Sterner 
Sex Are Liberal. 


“Women Bhould have proper accom- 
modations in sleeping cars. 1 hope that 
the campaign ihat Mrs, Decker has 
Started will accomplish resuits,”’ “said 
Mrs. Philio N Moore of 31% Lafayette 
avenue, First Vice-President of the 
General Federation of ‘Woman's Clubs 
of which Mrs. Sarah Piatt Decker is 
President, to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
Mrs. Decker travels a great deal about 
the United States, She attends the State 
Federation meetings and has learned 
about the inconveniences of women who 
travel.

WOMEN OUTNUMBER MEN. 

“Mrs. Decker began at once to keep 
‘tab’ upon the company. I have made 
records also. It may be that the num- 
ber of men traveling is greater than 
the number of women in extremely cold 
or hot weather, but I have not found 
it so. 


“Usually the. number of women is 
greater than that of men. That was 
especially the case when I returned 
home from my last trip. 

“There were 22 women and six chil- 
dren in the sleeping car and two small 
men.

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WHY THE CLOSED DOOR? 
The Post-Dispatch cartoonist has a suspicion that 


the members of the Terminal Commission are spend- 
ing their time knitting and do not want their tea 
party disturbed by rude outsiders; hence, the closed 
door of the commission room and the unwillingness 
to give away the gossip of the party. But this is 
speculation. Perhaps the silence and secrecy covers 
a pleasant game of draw. Perhaps Mr. McChesney 
was invited to come in and give the commission a 
few points on the game and the members do not like 
to tell how the lessons came out. If there were golf 
links in the City Hall we might suspect a match for 
the Mayor’s cup. 

The ordinance which created the Terminal Com- 
mission provided that the Municipal Assembly could 
abolish it at any time if its work should be unsat- 
isfactory. But with secret meetings how is the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly to discover whether the work of 
the commission is satisfactory or not? How can it 
find out whether the commission is working or play- 
ing? 

The sum of $25,000 is a high price for silence and 
secrecy on the part of a public commission charged 
with public work for the benefit of the people of 
St. Louis. How are the people to know how and to 
what purpose their money is being expended? 

What’ is there to hide? Did Mr. McChesney tell 
. the commission secrets which must be kept from 
the knowledge of the public? Did he disclose any 
rottenness in the body politic, or terminal conditions 
so appalling that théy would throw the common 
people into a panic to learn of them? Did he make 
any proposition to the commission which it would be 
improper for the dear public to know? Are there 
any cinches, special] rates or rebates or other favors 
in the terminal business which must not come to 
the knowledge of the people? 

If not, why not the open door instead of the closed 
door—why not publicity instead of secrecy? Why 
should not the people of St. Louis know all the pro- 
ceedings of the commission, all the facts it gathers, 
ail the information obtainable about the bridges and 
terminals and the conditions and methods of the 
monopoly? 

All the wrongs that are done are accomplished un- 
der cover. All the righting of wrongs is acco:tip'ished 
openly and through publicity. Grave suspicion at- 
taches to the motives of men who conceal acts and 
proceedings in which the public is interested.

The financiers have taken life insurance into poli- 
tics. Who will take it out? 
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LIFE INSURANCE AND SPIRITUALITY. 

Mr. D. B. Kingsley,, Vice-President of the New 
York Life Insurance Co., addressed the National As- 
‘sociation of Life Underwriters at Hartford, Conn., 
on “Militant Life Insurance.” 

All suecess, according to Mr. Kingsley is won by 
strife. With this proposition from the philosophy 
of Heraclitus he proceeded to show that life insur- 
ance companies must be ambitious, energetic, force- 
ful, militant. These are his words. What he meant 
was that they must hustle if they would achieve 
success, if they would get money, which, he says, 
“has come to mean almost life itself.” : 

This is true as gospel. There may be a question, 
however. Is money the life of the policy holders or 
the life of the militant hustlers? To whom does this 
life belong? : , 

Mr. Kingsley waxes eloquent. Listen: “Life in. 
surance companies differ most, it seems to me, in 
what may be called their spirituality. They may 
he.classified under two heads: the militant and the 
non-militant.” 

So, then, we reach the milk in the cocoarnt. 
Spirituality—-that is the grand thing in life insur- 
ance. And spirituality is exemplified by militant 
companies, whose officers hustle for the life ‘wich 
comes quarterly, on endowment, tontine or ordinary 
life plan. : 
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It seems that the police of Philadelphia have also

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FROM COG TO MAN. 

Complaint is heard in New York of great inequali- 
ties in salaries paid for c'erical service. 

‘While salaries at the top continue at the old level 
or rise, as in the case of the great life insurance 
companies, the subaltern faces a declining income. 

Or rather the income declines while the sex of its 
‘. recipient changes. Men who not long ago held posi- 
tions paying $100 a month, are forced out and wom- 
en are employed for $50 a month, or even $40. 


‘The average salary of the male clerk is $70 or $80 | despair they may have nowhere to turn. 


There is more here than a reduction of salaries. 
It is an economic revolution. The only question is 
how far will it go and how long it will be before it 
is accomplished. 

The fact is the organization, the machine, does the 
work, The individual workers are cogs, with a de- 
creasing individual importance. A woman who 
punches a button is worth as much as @ man who 
does no more, She is as good a cog as he. 

The remedy seems to be for the man to quit try- 
ing to be a cog and aim at the directorship. This 
is truth, old as industry. The underling is now 
pretty much what he always was. The process of 
getting on was never anything but an evolution from 
cog to man. ; 
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In celebrating the 22d of September as Emanci- 
pation Day the eolored people observe the wrong 
day. Jan. 1 is the true Emancipation Day. On 
Sept. 22, 1862, President Lincoln issued a proclama- 
tion calling upon the seceding States to return to 
their allegiance. He announced that if this were not 
done by Jan. 1, 1863, he would declare the slaves in 
the States then in insurrection free. The Southern 
States paying no heed to this admonition, the Presi- 
dent on that date issued his famous emancipation 


proclamation. The first was a warning, the second | 


was the effective act. But the proclamation of Jan. 
1, 1863, did not emancipate all the slaves. It in- 
cluded only those in the insurgent States, and even 
in them it did-not apply to districts where the 
Union Army was in control. In Kentucky, West 
Virginia and Missouri, in several counties of Vir- 
ginia and in Louisiana, or the greater part of it, 
the legal status of slave continued unti] the Thir- 
teenth Amendment became effective, Dec. 18, 1865. 
But, of course, the practical effect of the proclama- 
tion of January, 1863, was to abolish slavery every- 
where. : 
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THE ANTI-MASHER CAMPAIGN. 
' Senator Thomas E. Kinney combines statesman- 
ship and wit in his zealous support of the Post-Dis- 
patch’s campaign against the masher. Paraphrasing 
the famous epigram, “The more I see of men the bet- 
ter I like dogs,” the Senator applies it to the masher 
thus: 

“I think he ‘is the cause of so many women’s 
choosing dogs for pets.”

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PREVENTABLE ACCIDENTS. 


Within a week three accidents, involving loss of 
life or severe bodily injury, have happened in this 
city, all of which must be classed as preventaoic. 
A 12-year-old boy was killed by a hanging electric 
wire on Saturday; one man was killed and another 
hadly injured by the pole of a wagon colliding with 
the crowd of passengers on the back platform of a 
street car on Monday, and a woman was maine i for 
life by the falling of a hanging sign on Wednesday. 

The wire which killed the boy ought not to have 
been hanging, charged, ready to shock to death the 
first comer. The over-crowding of the street cars 
was the manifest cause of the death and injury of 
passengers in Monday’s accident. And the sign 
which fell, cutting off part of a woman’s foot, must 
have been insecurely fastened. All three accidents 
were evidently due to carelessness and disregard of 
the safety and rights of others. 

The best way to lessen the number of these pre- 
ventable accidents is to fix the responsibility in all 
cases where they occur and punish those guilty of 
neglect wherever possible. The life and limb of the 
city dweller is menaced by countless dangers which 
ought to be avcicable. Reckless speeding, grade CTE38- 
ings, unsafe elevators, hanging wires, loose stones 
and signs on buildings, open cellar doors and many 
other traps lie in wait for him. If preventable acci- 
dents are permitted to pass by without action, hu- 
man life in the large cities will become as unsafe as 
that of the soldier on the firing line.

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A WORD,TO HOUSE wiVES. 

This is not addressed to al] housewives, but to 
those who employ girls and women to do house- 
work and fail to give them what President Roose- 
velt cails “a square deal.” 

A despondent woman wrote the Post-Dispatch 
telling how, through failure to find employment 
she was driven to attempt suicide. The suggestion 
was made that, if no better work was to be ob- 
tained, a resort to housework would stave off actual 
want and give the woman an opportunity to find 
something better. 

But women are writing the Post-Dispatch that 
this advice is not acceptable—that the woman who 
does housework might as wel] have given up the 
struggle, because the position of the domestic serv- 
ant is made intolerable by the pride and selfishness 
of women employers. 

This sweeping aceusation is not true in many 
cases. There are plenty of high-minded but demo- 
cratic women who treat those working for them 
justly and humanely. 

But the testimony that is always forthcoming 
proves that too many housewives are not only 
careless of the welfare of their girls, but treat 
them in a way that no self-respecting person can 

Many cases of suicide among women might be 
traced to this state of things. If girls in gener™! 
come to the conclusion, because of unjust treat- 
ment, that housework is intolerable, a wide fie'd 
of usefulness is closed to them. In the moment of
